There are those 
who believe th a t the chain organi­ 
zation should be legislated out of ex­ 
istence. 
But th a t is not w hat is 
needed. 
“Everybody likes fair play and 
combating the chain organization 
method by legislation is a more or 
less m istaken idea. 
It is up to the 
independent m erchant to make him ­ 
self worthy of the patronage of the 
people and so attend to his business 
th at the public will prefer to deal 
with him. 
“It is not right to legislate any 
system out of existence, for after all 
the people have the right of deter­ 
mining how and where they shall 
spend their money . The best way tc 
get the public to prefer the inde­ 
pendent m erchant is for him tc 
make himself better th an his com­ 
petition. No business in the country 
has grown except through advertis­ 
ing and this with better buying and 
better selling methods m eans the 
salvation of the independent grocer.”

NEW method 
of treating in­ 
fantile 
paralysis 
worked out 
at the 
Research Laboratory, 
Burlington, Vt., 
and 
at the Johns 
Hopkins U niversity and Hospital, de­ 
scribed in the Journal of the A m er­ 
ican Medical Association, is a unique 
combination 
of 
previous 
medical 
methods for the 
control of diseases 
affecting the spinal column and the 
nervous system. 
It has for some time teen known 
that in many instances pat.ents with 
infantile paralysis may 
benefited 
during the acute stage of their dis­ 
ease by the injection of large doses 
of blood serum taken from patients 
who 1 ave recovered fairly recently 
lrom 
the 
disease. 
Tbi.- method 
of 
treatm ent is based on the belief that 


such patients have developed in their 
system s 
substances 
which are spe­ 
cifically able to combat the infecting 
m aterial of infantile paralysis. 
On 
the other 
hand, it has been 
known 
that serum s injected into the body 
do iot easily reach the tissues of the 
spinal column. 
Not long ago w ork­ 
ers at the 
Johns Hopkins Hospital 
showed that 
the injection of large 
am ounts 
of concentrated 
salt solu­ 
tions into the veins would cause a 
reduction in the volume of the brain 
and spinal 
cord because 
the spinal 
fluid would be draw n out of its usual 
place 
and into the 
tissues of the 
brain 
and cord. 
Drs. W. L. Aycock 
and H. L. Amoss, therefore, decided 
to inject monkeys that had been in­ 
fected with infantile paralysis with 


the serum of convalescing hum an be­ 
ings, both into the veins and into the 
spinal cord 
and 
then to give these 
anim als large doses of concentrated 
salt folution into the veins. 
In this 
way the healing serum was brought 
directly into contact with the infect­ 
ed regions and tissues. 
The result 
indicated that the method had value 
and that theoretically it is sound.

A boy 4 years old, with 
acute infantile paralysis, was treated 
in the Johns Hopkins Hospital by 
this method.

Visit Is Described 
By Local Missionary 


R obert W inger, 912 M cClearv av ­ 
enue, is in receipt of a letter from 
his sister and brother-in-law .

called slipper boats. 
Every one knows how to handle 
j oars and get to th e ir d estination 
I w ithout capsizing or bum ping th e ir 
neighbor.

m ore orderly th a n lots I have seen. 
Ju st inside th e gate is a court, 
w here women were sitting around 
sewing, kn ittin g or talking; these

child ren ’s 
am ahs, or nurse m aids we would 
say, w aiting for th e ir charges to be 
dism issed. 
T he children do n o t go 
unattended, especially if th ey belong 
to im p o rtan t or w ell-to-do fam ilies. 
In the afternoon we visited Leing- 
h an U niversity, also directed 
by 
Chinese, assisted by foreign te a c h ­ 
ers, and here we found th e son 
of 
th e president of P rinceton Sem inary 
is one of the teachers. 
His wife 
was on the boat w ith us and had 
heard of A rth u r through h er h u s­ 
band, w ho knew’ A rth u r a t P rin ce­ 
ton; so she invited us to tea the 
next afternoon. 
T he U niversity is 
spread over a large area, has m any 
beautiful buildings and a high edu­ 
cational stan d ard , p a rt of 
w hich 
is its d ep artm en t of C hristian in ­ 
struction. 
O ur host told us som ething W’hich 
is a sh a rp co n trast to th e m odern 
atm osphere

One girl in p articu lar is 
a problem ; she is so full of m ischief 
th a t they have to th re a te n to send

She can crow like a rooster,

and a t the m ost unexpected times. 
She can carry w ater, w hich she begs 
to do, so she w on’t get sen t hom e. 
O n one room th e very sm all chil­ 
dren are tau g h t to w rite and play 
by a blind teacher. 
T hree of them 
sang for us; it was alm ost too m uch. 
A pparently they are happy but one 
cannot help but th in k of the years 
and years ahead of them ; it is m ost 
path etic as we realize th a t m ost of 
th e blindness in C hina is prevent­ 
able; m ost of It being caused by filth 
and ignorance. 
P art of th e great 
w’ork of th e m issionaries is to edu­ 
cate them to prevention and teach 
them about C hrist, th a t they m ay 
have lig h t in th e ir souls.

DIFFERENCES SEEN 
AT HIGH SCHOOL AGE 


HOLLIS, Okla.. July 22.—Shatter­ 
ing all of the odds drawn up against 
them by scientists, the four Keys 
sisters, quadruplets, are growing to 
m aturity—and, in the bargain, they 
are completely upsetting the old 
theory th at children who come four 
in a group will have similar person­ 
alities. 
They are now very much alike— 
and very much different. 
The s ster.s are 
Mona, 
Roberta. 
Mary ai d Leota. In a few months 
they will be sixteen years old. They 
are hallway through high school, 
and already (hey have begun to tell 
friends th at they do not intend to 
be old maids. 
To begin with, by simply reach­ 
ing the age of 16 they are winning 
a long-odds bet. Scientists estimate 
th at quadruplets are only carried by 
the stork once in a good many thou­ 
sand trips. 
The odds are nearly 
equally great that when quadruplets 
do come they will not all be of the 
same sex. 
And to top it off, there 
are long odds that not all four will 
survive infancy. 
But here the Keys sisters are, well 
past the infancy stage, and healthy 
as anyone would wish. And the most 
interesting thing about them, per­ 
haps, is the fact th at they no longer 
look as much alike as they used to 
and 
even 
their personalities are 
quite different now. 
Three Are Brunets, One Is A Blond 
Three of them— Mona, Roberta 
and Mary—are brunets. Leota is a 
blond. 
Mary, the heaviest, 
weights 120 
pounds, l^eota weights only 110, Ro­ 
berta 111 and Mona 116. 
Roberta made an average grade of 
96 in her school work 
last year. 
Mona go a 93, Leota got a 90 and 
Mary fetched up the rear with an 85. 
When the other sisters found Mary 
lagging they pitched in and helped 
her in order to bring the grades up 
to a high average; but this wasn’t 
because Mary isn’t just as 
smart, 
but simply because she likes outdoor 
life so much that she doesn’t always 
find time to study. 
The other girls 
don’t seem to care for outdoor life. 
Tastes Vary, Even in Studies 
In school, Mona like mathematics, 
Roberta and Mary prefer English, 
and Leota goes for history. 
Their parents, Mr. and Mrs. F. M. 
Keys, are extremely glad that the 
girls don’t have identical tastes. 
‘ How would we ever provide them 
all with books, food, clothes and oth­ 
er things if all four wanted the same 
thing all-the time?” asks Mr. Keys. 
Mrs. Keys admits that just at first 
the quadruplets were quite a prob­ 
lem. Only one baby had been ex­ 
pected, and there was a great scurry­ 
ing about that night of July 4, 1915, 
to make one layete do quadruple 
duty. And then, for years, there was 
the problem of clothing, for the girls 
wanted to dress alike. 
But as the girls grew older things 
got easier. They do most of their 
own dressmaking now, in addition 
to doing much of the housework. 
Looked Much Alike At First 
Besides, as they grew older they 
came to resemble each other a little 
bit less. In their infancy they looked | 
so much alike that even the parents i 
had trouble telling them apart and 
had to mark the babies with differ- ; 
ent colored ribbons. 
It is stated—and you are at liber- j 
ty to believe it or not, as you please; 
—th at as they grew older Mr. Keys 
finally evolved a seating arrange­ 
m ent and ordered the girls to stick 
to it constantly, by which Roberta 
always sat at the righthand end and 
was followed in order 
by 
Mona, 
Mary and Leota. This arrangement, 
it is said, was followed at the dinner 
table, at thurch at the movies and 
everywhere else. 
It is al o alleged th at one time 
at one of those “palace of mirrors” 
places in an amusement park, Ro­ 
berta walked head-on into her re­ 
flection in a mirror, thinking she 
was meeting Mona. 
However all of these stories may 
be, Mrs. Keys admits that she had 
been fortunate in that all four of 
the girls have always liked house­ 
work. Household duties have been 
divided into four parts, and each 
morning one of the four pitches in 
on her own job—dusting, washing 
dishes, making the beds or whatever 
it may be. Mrs. Keys, in consequence, 
has found her own household tasks 
lightened considerably. 
Four Other Children
